LEGAL  REFERENCES: 

The  Board  of  Optometry  was  created  by  the  Montana  Statutes  in  1907 . 
This  Act  is  currently  codified  under  Chapter  13,  Section  66-1301  thru 
66-1317,  R.C.M.  19*47  which  provides  for  the  Board  to  Regulate  the  practice 
of  Optometry  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

This  Act  was  amended  in  1971. 


PRINCIPAL  GOALS; 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  is  to  protect  the 
visual  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Montana. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

The  Board  of  Optometrists  hold  one  examination  per  year.  Eleven 
applied  for  examination  and  two  applied  for  reciprocity.    Ten  applicants 
passed  the  examination  and  one  failed.    Reciprocity  was  granted  for  the 
two  applicants,  provided  they  locate  in  Montana  within  one  year. 

Increased  renewal  fee's  allowed  one  Board  Member  to  attend  a 
National  Meeting  of  the  International  Association  of  Boards  of  Examiners, 
held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The  Board  of  Optometrists  recommend  a  budget  ammendment  of  at  least 
$5,000.00  annually  in  order  to  allow  them  to  be  an  informed,  responsible 
active  organization. 

The  Board  recommends  that  Section  66-1318,  Continuing  Education,  of 
the  present  statute  should  be  amended,  changing  the  date  from  June  1  to 
July  1,  in  order  to  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year. 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS: 

Licensing:    Board  provides  for  one  examination  per  years  held  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  July. 

Regulation:  As  a  prerequisite  for  license  renewal,  each  licensed 

Optometrist  in  active  practice  in  the  State  of  Montana, 
shall  be  required  to  attend  not  less  than  twelve  (12) 
hours  annually  of  scientific  clinics,,  forums,  or  Opto  me  ■ 
educational  studies  as  may  be  provided  or  approved  by  the 
Montana  State  Board  of  Optometrists. 

An  investigation  in  Billings  was  made  and  evidence  obtained 
that  Opticians  were  dispensing  and  fitting  contact  lenses 
without  proper  professional  supervision ,, 
Suit  was  not  instigated  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

The  objectives  of  these  programs  is  to  examine  and  license  all  applicants 
for  Optometric  practice,  enforce  Optometry  law  to  uphold  Professional 
Standards  and  protect  the  visual  welfare  of  the  people  of  Montana a
